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TOPOGRAPHY 


The township of Saugerties is located in the northeastern corner of 


Ulster County in the Mid-Hudson Valley of New York State, Lying at the 


foot of the Catskill Mountains Saugerties is. bounded on the east entirely , 


by the Hudson River, on the north by Greene County, on the west by 
Greene County and by the Catskill State Park, and on the south by the 
townships of Woodstock, Kingston and Ulster. The total land area of 
the town is 68 square miles. There are twenty-one hamlets other than 
the Village of Saugerties. They are: Asbury, Blue Mountain, Cedar Grove, 
Centerville, Churchland, Evesport, Fish Creek, Flatbush, Glasco, High 
Woods, Katsbaan, Malden, Manorville, Mount Marion, Pine Grove, Quarry-~ 
ville, Saxton, Shultis Corners, Veteran, West Camp, and West Saugerties. 
Throughout the township there are 33.18 miles of county road. According 
to the 1963 Supervisor’s report, there are 79.78 miles of approved 
roads and 55.17 miles of unapproved roads in the town. Approximately 
twelve miles of the New York State Thruway pass through the Town of 
Saugerties. 


The lower Esopus Creek is one of the finest harbors in the Mid~ 
Hudson Valley, boasting the oldest lighthouse on the river. The Saugerties 
Reservoir at Blue Mountain is our next largest body of water. Besides 
the Esopus, there are the Plattekill and Katterskill Creeks and the Lucas 
Kill, Beaverkill and Sawkill streams, 


Saugerties, lying at the foot of the Catskill Mountains and at the edge 
of the Hudson River, has a greatly varied topography. The maps show 
elevations as high as 1600 feet in the northwest corner of the town 
where Plattekill Clove Mountain starts its rise. The second highest 
is 734 feet at Mount Marion. 


The town is noted for its fertile soil for farm and dairy, and also 
for blue-stone and stone products. 


The average annual precipitation is a moderate 40.08 inches per 
year. 
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HISTORY 


The first inhabitants of this area were the Katskill and Esopus Indians, 
friendly and prosperous members of the Algonquin tribe. Evidences of 
these Indians still remain in the area, Arrow heads and spear heads can 
be found along the Esopus Creek, where these Indians encamped until 
1870. 


‘‘Lands along the river and to the blue mountains beyond’? is part 
of the description of the first land granted to a white settler in this 
area, then known as a part of Rennsselaerwyck, The grant included a 
Kill (Sawyer’s Kill) and here the elusive but real Little Sawyer erected 
a sawmill before 1663. He never pressed his claim and disappeared 
mysteriously, but not before he had made a significant enough impression 
for the area to later acquire the name ‘‘Saugerties’’ from the Dutch 
‘Da Zaagertjis.”’ 


In 1687, much of the territory in the Mid-Hudson area was governed 
under the corporate body known as the Kingston Commons, which lasted 
over 100 years. In that same year, aland patent of 1200 acres was granted 
to two Britishers, This is recorded as the Meals-Hayes patent. It was 
not until 1700, however, that the first two permanent settlers of the 
town actually arrived. They were Cornelius Lambertson Brink who 
settled near the present Neighborhood Road, and Petius Winnie who 
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HISTORY (cont'd) 


lived in the vicinity of Mount Marion. The Brink house has been restored. 
In 1712, Jan Persen purchased from the Meales-Hayes Patent a house, 
-a barn and some land. What is believed to be the original house still 
stands as part of the John Paul Remensnyder home. 


In 1710, Palatines arrived, establishing a colony at West Camp, where 
they erected a church and school before trying unsuccessfully to fulfill 
their contract to make tar for Queen Ann’s Navy. In 1731, Kingston 
Commons granted land in Ye Kats Baan to the members of the Reformed 
Protestant Church of Holland. Here they erected a church, some stones 
of which are in the construction of the present building. 


Settlers came to Saugerties from New Amsterdam, Kingston and other 
surrounding areas. By 1720, there were about 150 persons living in the 
Town of Saugerties, and for the next one hundred years the population 
increased. quite slowly. The Dutch, who were the principal settlers, 
built sturdy homes and became prosperous farmers. Many of these 
houses are still standing and are inhabited. In the Village there are five: 
The Persen or Mynderse house, the Schoonmaker house, the Genthner 
house, the Petrus Myer house, and the Kiersted house.

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HISTORY (cont’d) 


In 1811, Saugerties was incorporated as a Town. Prior to this, the 
Kingston Commons was dissolved, the unclaimed land was divided among 
the inhabitants and the funds turned over to the Overseer of the Poor 
of the towns of Esopus, Kingston and Saugerties. 


When Henry Barclay bought lands on the north and south sides of 
the Esopus Creek and ten acres of Persen’s Island, Saugerties began 
its most rapid growth. He constructed a dam at the lower falls, then 
cut a raceway through the rocks, Here he built an iron mill, which in 
1827 became known as the Ulster Iron Co. In 1827, a paper mill was also 
put into operation, Although it has changed hands numerous times, it is 
still in operation and owns ‘first rights’? to the waters of the Esopus 
Creek. 


Within four years Saugerties became industrially important. ‘*The 
Million Dollar Business,’’ bluestone quarrying, was begun in 1831, and 
in this same year boats began to run between Saugerties and New York. 
Gun powder, cut glass, brickmaking, white lead, tanning of hides, cigar 
making, hats, shoes, clothing and paper have all figured in the industrial 
history of Saugerties, 
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HISTORY (cont'd) 


Saugerties is proud of its churches. The oldest denominations are 
the Dutch Reformed and the Lutheran which date back to 1710. Not until 
industry came and boats began to run did other denominations come to 
Saugerties. The Trinity Episcopal Church (1829) is the Mother Church 
of the Episcopal churches in Ulster County. St. Mary of the Snow (1832) 
is the Mother Church of the Roman Catholic Churches in the county 
and pre-dates the Kingston Church by at least ten years. It is also 
believed to be the fifth oldest in New York State. The Baptist Church, 
begun in 1833, was constructed on Partition Street. The original Metho- 
dist Church (1828), Trinity and St. Mary’s were all built to face the river 
aS was the custom of the day. This emphasized the importance of the 
river to the development of Saugerties and to its people. 


There is much about Saugerties as permanent as the ‘*blue mountains”’ 
and as steadfast as the original ‘‘Dutch,’? but a changing world and 


new industry cannot but help bring much to enhance and improve our 
community.

payments, These expenses are paid from collections of fees, 
fines, licenses and per capita state aid, 

b - Highway Funds include general repairs, bridge maintenance, 
machinery, snow removal and salaries, These expenses are paid 

from collections of realty tax and mileage state aid. 

c - Glasco Water District Maintenance and payments received from 


water rents of the Glasco District, 


d - Acquisition and Demolition is a bonded indebtedness for the pro- 
perty adjacent to the Town Hall purchased in 1951. The payments 
on principal and interest are derived from realty tax.

The Budget of the Town of Saugerties is presented to the Town Board 
usually the Thursday after elections in November, 
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TOWN OF SAUGERTIES 


State, County and Town Highway Taxes are due in January of each 
year. The largest part of the base rate per $1000 is for County and 
State Expenses, ($26.99 for fiscal year 1963) Saugerties is one of the few 
towns in New York that raises no taxes for the General Fund, Residents 
in special districts pay pro-rated amount in addition to the base rate. 


The Saugerties Town Hall on Main Street was built in 1890 with a new 
addition completed in 1961, The jailehouse and welfare office are on 
Russell Street. The Town barn, in Veteran, built in 1940, houses highway 
equipment.

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HISTORY OF THE VILLAGE OF SAUGERTIES 


The new industries of the 1800’s brought in people of many sects 
and nationalities other than the early Dutch and Palatines. These people 
felt the community should rid itself of the Dutch name, Saugerties, 
The Village was incorporated as the Village of Ulster-.in 1831. The bank 
was The Bank of Ulster; the newspapers were THE ULSTER PALLA~ 
DIUM, the ULSTER STAR, and the ULSTER TELEGRAPH, The iron 
mill was The Ulster Iron Works; the lead mill, the Ulster White Lead 
Co. In 1855, in spite of all efforts, the Village of Ulster was reincor- 
porated as the VILLAGE OF SAUGERTIES, 


The first meetings of the Board were held in homes, the setting up 
and approval of streets being the first order of business. The first 
budget amounting to $83.46, enabled the board to carry out its duties. 
Health ordinances were issued for numerous epidemics of Indian cholera, 
rabies, and small pox, Other early ordinances concerned stray swine 
and cows, and many ordered fences removed from the streets. 


The Village of Saugerties grew with the Town and the times, In 1833, 
$300 was designated for the purchase of a fire engine and $25 for hooks 
and ladders. So began the first organized Fire Department of the Village. 
In the same year came the beginning of a water department when public 
wells were ordered, the users to be assessed. In 1859 permission was 
granted to lay gas pipes and erect six good lamp posts, This was the 
first mention of public utilities in the records of the Village of Saugerties. 
Later the Gas Company was notified to light the street lamps every 
night that the moon failed to shine. The minutes of tho Village Board 
record the appointment of the first policeman in 1854. 


The sincere efforts of the early Trustees of the Village have served 
as a basis for the growth and improvement. which benefit the 4,252 
present day citizens, Today Saugerties is a Class A village.

The Village Board, the mayor and six trustees, form the governing 
body of the village.

Anyone may file a nominating petition, signed 
by at least 75 qualified voters, with the Village Clerk at least fifteen 
days prior to election.

The Municipal Building built in 1940 is located on Partition Street 
and houses the Clerk and Board meeting room, the Water Department, 
Police Department and Court, the Unemployment Office, three fire 
companies and equipment and the Auditorium. The Village owns and 
maintains a Library, Washington Ave.; Garage and Store House, Canoe 
Hill; Sewage Disposal Plant, Dock St.; Dwelling and Filter House at the 
Blue Mountain Reservoir; Fire House and Garage, Theodore Place. 


VILLAGE ZONING 


The zoning districts are shown on the map on Page 15, **No building 
or structure shall be erected, added to or structurally altered until there 
has been filed with the Zoning Enforcement Officer plans in duplicate, 
drawn to scale, showing the actual dimensions, exact size and location 
of: building.’’

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VILLAGE FIRE DEPARTMENT

There are three volunteer fire companies, each consisting of about 
35 members. Each company elects a 2nd Ltd., Ist Ltd. and Capt. Each 
company, in rotation, has the option of nominating a member to serve 
as Chief, The other comapnies fill the positions of 2nd Asst. Chief and 
lst Asst. Chief, 

C.A, Lynch Company, Theodore Place - a hose company with one truck 
equipped with a 750 gallon per minute pump. 

Washington Hook and Ladder Company, Municipal Bldg. - a ladder 
company equipped with a 500 gal. per minute pump. 

R.A. Snyder Company, Municipal Bldg. ~ a hose company with a 1000 
gal, per minute pump. 

The Exampt Company, Municipal Bldg. - provides Fire Police and 
emergency lighting. 


VILLAGE PUBLIC PROTECTION 
CH 6-2111 


The 1964 Police Department of Saugerties consists of seven men: 
one chief, two sergeants and four patrolmen. The Chief works with the 
Police Commissioner. The Village Board also appoints the two school 
crossing guards, 

The Police Station is located on the ground floor at the rear of the 
Municipal Building. The Village has one patrol car equipped with a two- 
way radio. Besides the standard equipment, the department has two 
resuscitators and equipment for aiding victims of drownings. 


VILLAGE COURT 


There is only one within the village limits; it dees not hold regular 
sessions, The Magistrate Court (Village Police Court) is located in the 
police station. 

The Acting Clerk of the village Police Court is the Chief of Police or 
the Assistant Police Justice. The Police Judge is elected by village 
voters every four years and the Assistant Police Justice is appointed 
by the Village Board annually. The Village Attorney is appointed by the 
Village Board on a one year basis, There is no juvenile court or juvenile 
court judge. 
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SAUGERTIES CENTRAL SCHOOLS 





The Saugerties Central School District includes all of the Town of 
Saugerties and small portions of Woodstock and Ulster. The District has 
a growing population of 14,000 - 15,000. 


Plant 

The school plant includes an administrative building on Hill Street, 
a junior-senior high school, and five elementary schools: Glasco, Main 
Street, Malden, Mt. Marion, and North Flatbush. A sixth elementary 
School, the Grant D, Morse School at Blue Mountain; an addition to the 
high school; and an addition to the Mt. Marion School are under con- 
struction. 


Staff 

The professional staff consisting of a superintendent, director of 
elementary education, principals, and teachers totals 161. Approximately 
ten additional teachers are being hired each year to meet increasing 


enrollments, Salaries are competitive with other school systems in the 
area.

Administration 

The School Board of the Saugerties Central School system consists 
of nine members. The members are unpaid and are elected for three 
years by qualified voters of the Central School District. The Board 
meets monthly, and for special meetings. The superintendent is appointed 
by the Board. 


Qualifications of School Board Members. 

1. must be able to read and write. 

2. must be a qualified voter in the school elections, 

In order for a name to be placed on the ballot, a petition signed by at 
least 25 qualified voters must be filed with the school clerk two weeks 
prior to the elections, 


. When do you vote .on School Matters? 

1. School Budget - First Tuesday in May, High School Auditorium 

2. School Board Members ~ First Wednesday after the first Tuesday 
in May, Main Street School Gym 


Qualifications for Voting in School Matters 

1. A citizen of the United States. 

2. 21 years of age 

3. A residenteof the district for 30 days before the meeting AND possess 
one of the following qualifications: 

a. Owns or be the spouse of an owner, lease or hire real property in 
district liable to. taxation for school purposes. The occupation of 
real property by a lodger or boarder’ shall not entitle such person 
to vote. 

b. Is the parent of a child of school age, provided such child has attended 
the district school for at least 8 weeks during the year preceding 
such school meeting. 

c. Not being the parent, has permanently residing with him a child 
of school age who shall have attended the District School for at least 
8 weeks during the year preceding such school meeting. 


SAUGERTIES PAROCHIAL SCHOOL 


St. Mary’s of the Snow with grades 1 through 8 has a registration of 
420 pupils and a staffof eight teachers. The School, built in 1957, is located 
on Cedar Street.

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LIBRARY AND MUSEUMS 


Saugerties has had a library since about 1872. One of the earliest was 
in the location of the present parking lot of the Saugerties National Bank 
and Trust Company, From there the library was moved to the second 
story of the Main Street School. 


When the need for a separate library building became apparent, the 
Andrew Carnegie Fund was petitioned to provide the necessary funds. John 
McKeefrey, a contractor and native of this area, submitted the very low 
bid of about $12,500 and the library was built on school property. School 
District #10 maintained the library until 1955, the time of the centrali- 
zation of the 23 school districts. 


By State Law, a centralized school may only maintain a library which 
hires a graduate librarian and operates a bookmobile. Since this would 
be too costly, the School Board approached the Village Board with the 
request that the Village take over the library plus 25% of the costs, The 
School would retain 75% of the costs. Thus, of the $11,500 annual main- 
tenance cost, $7,500 is provided by school taxes. 


. The Saugerties Library is affiliated with the Mid-Hudson Library 
system, making available a large variety of volumes and periodicals. 
Phonograph records, films, and books for the blind can be made available 
through the library. 


The library facilities are sometimes used for art and other exhibits. 
In addition to non-permanent local exhibits, there is a permanent display 
downstairs of fossils, arrowheads, and Civil War relics, Care is YORETATY 
and the exhibits are open to the public during library hours. 


All the affairs of the Saugerties Library are governed by the Library 
Board, members of which are appointed by the Village Board, The librarian 
is selected by the Library Board. 


AREA ORGANIZATIONS 


There are more than seventy-five recognized organizations in the 
area providing activities for children, young people, adults and senior 
citizens. These include Veteran, Firematic, Fraternal, Service, Educational, 
Sports and Political groups.
